Reasons for A llowance 
2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-6, 8-18, 20-23, 25, 27, 30 and 31 are allowed. 

Regarding claims 1 and 13, the reference Strauss fails to teach storing frequencies 
associated with said plurality of radio station identities. Strauss teaches storing radio station 
frequencies associated with a plurality of radio station that broadcast programs (col.4, lines 37- 
65). However, there is no suggestion in Strauss' s invention to combine with any teaching of any 
other reference to teach storing frequencies associated with said plurality of radio station 
identities. 

Regarding claims 25 and 27, the reference Strauss and Examiner's newly discovered 
reference Campanella fail to teach storing frequencies associated with said plurality of radio 
station identities. Strauss teaches storing radio station frequencies associated with a plurality of 
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radio station that broadcast programs (col. 4, lines 37-65). Campanella teaches programming 
program channels through subscription service (col. 10, lines 28-34). However, there is no 
suggestion in Strauss's invention to combine with the teaching of Campanella's invention in 
order to store frequencies associated with said plurality of radio station identities.
